The trip was awesome! The Yampa was flowing flood stage 10,000 to 14,000 
cu-ft/sec and it was BIG water for me. We got going about noon on Monday 
and did not expect any serious rapids in the trip to the first camp site 

about 10 miles from 

the put in. 


WRONG 


There were huge waves and strong eddies in the many parts of 

the river. The big waves and holes flipped me 4 times that first day but I 
rolled each time. I did have a short swim when I stopped to play in a wave 
and got stuck upside down on a strong eddy line and could not roll up. 


I can honestly say I was afraid the first day and I was beginning to wonder 
if I had made a 
serious mistake. 


The second day we stopped to scout the first named rapid (Tepee) one mile 
downstream 

from camp. I was really having a hard time mentally. I was paddling 
defensively and not up to my skill level. The water was flowing fast and 
things were 

coming up on me before I was ready for them. The first rapid was big but 
not life threatening if I swam. I realized this was just the beginning of 
50 miles of this stuff and somehow I had to get a handle on my mental fear. 
After consulting with others I decided that I needed to go for it and if I 
got beat up I could then quit and ride a raft the rest of the way. 


I took a forward and aggressive posture in my kayak and determined in my 


mind to not swim. I ran that first rapid without incident and something in 
my head switched off the fear. After that I was having a blast. Once my 
head was positive I quickly learned to deal with the big waves, although 
strong eddies caused me to swim twice more on the trip. One swim took me 
more than 3/4 of a mile before I could get my boat and paddle into an eddy. 


I hate to swim..... More work to do on my roll when I am fatigued and I am 
determined to get 
it! 


Later on the second day we encountered the 2nd biggest rapid on the trip 

and I looked at it 

long and hard before I took it on. Though I tried to avoid a big hole 

caused by a 

huge boulder at the bottom, (almost everyone ate that one) I realized that I 
was going to run right through it. I again got forward and aggressive and 
paddled hard to punch though it. I rode partially through the first wave 

and stayed upright with my head out of water. Then after that it was big time 
down into the hole and right into a huge wave that was maybe 6 feet tall. I 
plowed straight into it and it completely covered me up. To my surprise the 
kayak penetrated the wave and it pushed me up straight to the peak of the 

wave where I popped out upright and heading downstream! I remember saying 
Holy Shit! that was a huge wave! I still vividly remember the sound of it. 


The only other hard shell kayak on the trip ran the first rapid and had to 
swim at the bottom and he was done after that. I was then on my own. The 
more I paddled the better I got. I learned a lot of stuff. I began looking 
far enough downstream and picking the line that I wanted and soon I was able 
to get the kayak around the river fast. I found out the kayak is way more 
maneuverable than the big rafts and much faster going down stream. Often the 
rafts were in my way and I couldn't see around them. I learned to go ahead 
or leave lots of space. 


The third or fourth day we came to the big Class IV+ rapid called Warm 
Springs. The consequences of a mistake there were serious and I 

decided to walk around that one. I talked to three kayakers a day later; one 
walked it and one made it. The third had to swim and got sucked into the 
huge and dangerous hole. He was lucky that it spit him out about 30 yds 
downstream, but I could see in his face that it had scared him badly! I 

felt much better 

then about my decision not to run it this time. 


After we ran all of our rafts through warm springs another group's raft 
flipped upstream of the big hole in the same recirculating wave that I 
thought had a good chance of making me swim. People and gear went all 
directions but somehow nobody ended up in the hole. I was a distance from 


the boat and I didn't see what happened but I think the oarsman made a 
mistake and hit the first wave sideways! 


Once we reached the Green River we had 20,000 cu ft per second and the waves 
were even bigger like being on the Ocean. There is one serious rapid called 
"Moonshine" on that part of the river. There was a place where a big part 
of the current piled up into the bank halfway through and that was a serious 
life threat. I felt anxiety but I scouted it and memorized the line I 
wanted and the fear I felt the first day did not come back even there. I 
ran the line the way I imagined it and went bouncing over the huge waves 
having a blast. I almost went over a couple of times but I was paddling my 
best and managed some excellent braces. One of the teens along who was in 
an inflatable cataraft managed to get close to the dangerous bank. I didn't 
see it or even realize that it happened because he swam while I was getting 
in my boat and was swept a half mile downstream before a raft helped 

him get back into his boat. Those crafts called "pack cats" were almost 
bullet-proof and that was the only swim that anyone on those crafts suffered 
the whole trip. 


There were 18 people on this trip and I really felt I connected with all of 
them and that was really great. They were very amazed at my ability to make 
contacts with my little radio and wire antenna at all of our campsites. I 
even used the 350 mW Rockmite on 20 meters and had emails sent to my XYL 
Deb. Two of the teens on the trip wanted to learn the code and one of them 
was sending me words and simple sentences by the last evening's camp. 


This trip was right up there with the best things I have ever done and I am 
more in love with paddling than ever. One of the gals that was supposed 

to bring her hardshell kayak and paddle with me, decided at the last minute 
to paddle 

her inflatable. 4 years ago she went through the same beginning kayak class 
that I had last 

year and she has paddled the Yampa before. She told me at the end she was 
absolutely 

stunned at how I recovered from my fear the first day and the things I did 
after that were inspiring. Well all that surprised me too and I really am 
excited how it all worked out. It is strange how totally counter-intuitive 
it is to navigate a kayak in a river. Also there is such a fine line 
between pushing through the fear and being able to stay alive and admit when 
it was too risky. I did both things at the right time on this one and I have 
reaped the benefits from it. 


Here is a log summary of my QRP activities. I did not have any trouble 
making contacts from 


the bottom of the canyon. Both rigs and dipoles performed perfectly and I 
am very happy 


with the viability of these rigs for remote emergency communications

Hi George -- 

Let me add my hearty congratulations on an excellent move toward 
consolidation of active QRP efforts. Barry Bogart's suggestion of calling 
the club "The North American QRP Club" is an excellent one. Without in any 
way changing the structure of the club as you announced it, this name change 
makes it very clear that this is a bi-national effort. Living right on the 
Canadian border, I'm acutely aware of how important cooperation is between 
Canadian and American hams. Examples are numerous: There is a repeater on 
Vancouver Island, VE7USA, which is on a very remote spot on the island, but 
it is very well situated to serve the needs of amateurs in the Port Angeles, 
Washington area. I regularly check into two Canadian traffic nets, anda 
number of people from British Columbia and Alberta do the same with the 
Washington State Net and the Idaho Montana Net. You may have read my piece 
in QRP-L about "A Non-Emergency: Confessions of an APRS Klutz!" I was the 
first amateur to respond to what turned out to be a mistaken emergency APRS 
beacon from a Canadian aircraft involved in a search for another Canadian 
aircraft which is missing. In order to help solve the problem, I was 
involved in a 4-way conference call among the Canadian Forces Rescue 
Coordination Centre in Victoria, British Columbia, the U.S. Coast Guard 
Command Center in Seattle, and Bob Bruninga WB4APR at the US Naval Academy 
in Annapolis, Maryland. I was feeding this group real-time data from the 
APRS beacons, and Bob directed the two rescue centers to watch the progress 
of the aircraft on the FINDU internet site. The Glacier-Waterton Hamfest is 
a bi-national effort. QRPers in BC and Washington State have been holding 
joint meetings. Here's the basic fact: most Canadians live quite near the 
U.S. border. It's only natural that we interact a lot, and amateur radio is 
a wonderful way to improve relaions on a personal level between the two 
countries. Lest we forget: Canadians very recently fought and died 
alongside Americans in Afghanistan, and Canadians and Americans are still 
stationed there.

As a supplement to the comments by Mike, WA8MCQ, the beginning of the 


QRP Amateur Radio Club was in the form of a letter by K6JSS that 
appeared in "Correspondence From Members" in the August, 1961 issue of 
QST, page 77. I read the letter when it originally appeared, but it was 
not until I had a QSO with Clarence "Sandy" Wager, K6TBW, on 40m CW on 
March 3, 1962 that I became interested and joined by sending a letter. 
Sandy was an advocate for the idea of a QRP club as he wrote, "Inquire 
about K6JSS's QRP Club!" on his QSL card. The initial membership fee 
was very nominal and membership number 50 was going to be free. Well, I 
missed by one, hi. 


There were levels of power to which a member agreed to limit their power 
in the first years of the club. I remember 50W and 75W in addition to 
the 100W input power mentioned by Mike. There may have also been a 25 
watt level. I signed in at the 75W, which is noted by a sticker 
attached affixed to my membership certificate. This concept was rather 
radical at that time. Many "barefoot" rigs ran two or three 6146s in 
parallel with 180 to 270 watts input. An opposing viewpoint was 
expressed in the December, 1961, QST under "Correspondence From 
Members", page 82. 


I drifted away from the original QRP ARC around 1964 when I enrolled in 
college and grad school was looming in my future. The "International" 
was added to the club's name at some later time, and I believe Mike has 
previously discussed that change on this list. When I re-entered QRP in 
1995 I did not recognize the QRP ARCI as being the same QRP ARC club 
until Mike made a comment on QRP-L. Some off-list exchanges with Mike 
and I was accepted back into the fold. 


In the early 1960s certificate hunting was a popular on-air activity 
with organizations such as the QCWA, Flying Hams Club (FHA), Certificate 
Hunters Club (CHC) and a host of others including the QRP ARC offering 
awards for contacting members. Membership numbers were routinely 
exchanged during QSOs followed by QSL cards. I got caught in the 
enthusiasm and earned certificate number 3 from the QRP ARC for working 
25 of the QRP ARC members.

I have just been the flattered (but puzzled) recipient of a circular 
from the Malayan Radio Transmitter's Society regarding certain 
recommendations their society has made to the IARU concerning power 
limitations on the 10-, 15-, and 20-meter bands to 250 watts final 
input, and for a separate c.w. segment on the lower ends of these bands 


with 200 kc. for 10, 150 kc for 15 and 100 kc. for 20. 


The circular further states it has been sent to member societies of the 
IARU and "to a limited number of the DX fraternity." The former I 

certainly am not and the latter hardly fits me, with my little old nine 
countries! But I am pleased and honored they wrote me and possibly can 
attribute it to past letters I've written concerning reduction of power 
and/or division of the amateur spectrum to substantially reduce the QRM. 


I admire those with a kw. final, but I don't need nor want one. It 
should be readily apparent to all of us that now is the time to cease 
interfering with one another through high power and also to cease 
alienating our fellow hams in other countries (limited to a lot less 
power) through our "brute force" tactics. Ham radio has something for 
each of us -- DX'ing, rag chews, a.m., s.s.b.; contest, traffic -- each 
unto his own choice and may we all enjoy it.

UTC) when I heard WW2LST, marine mobile, calling CQ on 7031 kHz - good fast 
code, probably a bug.

It's my understanding 
that CW operations are using vintage equipment - a restored TCS-12. Now 


that's a QSL card that will get a special display in my radio room.

WASHINGTON (AP) President Bush ordered a broad review Thursday of how 


government and industry can better use radio airwaves, which are growing 
congested by signals from cell phones, wireless gadgets and the military. 


Bush directed the Commerce Department to lead the yearlong initiative and 
produce recommendations for legislation and other policy changes to promote 
more efficient use of airwaves. 

The radio spectrum is a ''vital and limited national resource'' needed for 
economic growth, scientific research and homeland security, Bush said. 


''The existing legal and policy framework for spectrum management has not kept 
pace with the dramatic changes in technology,'' Bush said in a memo to federal 
agencies. ''We must unlock the economic value and entrepreneurial potential of 
U.S. spectrum assets while ensuring that sufficient spectrum is available to 
support critical government functions.'' 

Bush said the way government now reviews every change in airwaves use is ''a 
process that is often slow and inflexible and can discourage the introduction 
of new technology.'' 


The Commerce Department is to hold a series of public meetings to develop 
recommendations for airwaves use by local governments and industry. To study 
federal spectrum use, that department will guide a task force that includes 
representatives from more than a dozen executive branch departments and 
agencies. 


The cell phone and wireless industries, in need of increasing amounts of 
airwaves space, welcomed the announcement. 


''This is probably the most comprehensive look at spectrum policy the 
government has ever taken,'' said Tom Wheeler, president of the Cellular 
Telecommunications & Internet Association. ''The tools we have for formulating 
spectrum policy are broken and we look forward to working with the task 
force.'' 


The Federal Communications Commission, which oversees U.S. airwaves not used by 
the federal government, will have a consulting role in the review. 


In April, the FCC doubled the airwaves available for emergency and public 
safety workers, giving a boost to police seeking better crisis communications 
and firefighters wanting to send video from inside burning buildings. 


The agency decided last month to allow cell phone companies and others to lease 
unused portions of their airwaves, letting them make deals for slices of 
spectrum to fill cell phone dead zones or provide wireless services to certain 
locations for limited times.
